SAIGON — Each of the four 
disputing parties’ in Vietnam 
has suggested “‘free elections” 
as the ultimate political solu- 
ticn to the war. Doves in 
America and elsewhere have 
often proposed internationally- 
supervised voting as a means 
tc end the fighting. The 
popularity of the election idea 
sSems to grow as the end of 
the war appears nearer. 

But the idea is not very 
popular in Vietnam. In the 
South, the conservative , poli- 
ticians who support President 
Thieu are admittedly afraid of 
the results of “a “‘free* 
election. Ane there is reason 
to believe that the Commun- 
ists, though openly proposing 
elections, ‘privately neither 
exvect them nor want them. 

The Vietnamese on both 
vides realize something that 
many outsiders do not: there 
has never been a truly free 
election on an important issue 
in Vietnam, and ordinary 
Vietnamese probably don’t 
even understand the concept 
of a fair vote.

Its 
only tasks were to write a 
corstitution and draft new 
election laws. 

President Johnson tried to 
make the 1967, presidential 
elections appear as fair as 
any election could in an 
underdeveloped country dur- 
ing a war. A team of well- 
known Americans came to 


Vietnam to observe the ballot- 
ing and report.on its fairness. 
They concluded that the vot- 
ing was fair. Most Vietnamese 
seem to agree that it was a 
clean election by past stand- 
ards, but several have pointed 
ou. some shortcomings. 

Two potential candidates 
were barred from running, 
including the very popular 
former ‘general, Duong Van 
Minh, en the grounds that 
they were neutralists. Minh 
was not even allowed in the 
eountry during the campaign, 
though he has been since. 

The Ky-Thieu regime had 
persuaded the _ constituent 
assembly that there should be 
ro runoff in the. presidential 
ecntest, assuring a_ divided 
civilian opposition for - the 
milttary candidate. Election- 
eering was limited, candidates 
had to rely primarily on the 
government for transportation 
around the country, and press 
censorship .remained in force 
during the campaign. 

The Thieu-Ky ticket won 35 
per cent of the vote. It ran 
strungest in the most rural 
areas and weakest in the 
cities. (Tran Van Huong, now 
prime minister, carried Sai- 
gon.) If 60 per cent of the 
voters who cast ballots 
against Thieu and -Ky had 
agreed on one candidate, that 
candidate would have beaten 
the generals.

On the same day that Thieu 
was elected, the Vietnamese 
people voted for a_ senate. 
Significantly fewer votes were 
cast in the complicated senate 
race, which involved many 
slates and hundreds of-names. 
“Many 
luck,” one Vietnamese editor 
said recently. ‘‘It was all very 
confusing.”’ 

A month ‘later, nationwide 
elections were held for the 
lower house. Hundreds of 
candidates ran._There were 80 
to 100 in the constituencies 
around Saigon. (Each constit- 
uency had — 50,000 — voters.) 
Again, candidates with tiny 
minorities of the vote found 
themselves elected. 

This year the Thieu regime 
has been holding elections at 
the village and hamlet level 
Government spokesmen cite 
these contests as proof of the 
vitality of South Vietnamese 
democracy, skeptics point out 
that few citizens are _inter- 
ested in running in these 
elections. At least two thirds 
of them have been won by 
candidates who had, in effect, 
no opposition. 

The history of ‘‘free elec- 
tions’’ in South Vietnam is 
well known to both sides in 
the war. The Viet Cong’s 
interpretation of this history 
is not known. Experts on the 
enemy believe that the Com- 
munists’ emphasis on forma- 
tion of a coalition government 
before elections indicates a 


belief that they must have a 
controlling role in the admini- 
stration of any future ballot- 
ing. Thieu’s firm rejection of 
a coalition reflects the wide- 
spread anti-Communist opin- 
ion that if the Viet Cong get

Elections are like many of 
the panaceas proposed for

matter. 
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Keep It in Politics 


IS A CURIOUS PHRASE 
heard more often at the level 


of local government than at the 
higher levels. It is to the effect that 
certain important public matters 
should be “kept out of politics” to 
ensure proper administration. 

The phrase is curious because if 
carried to its logical conclusion, all 
of local government. would eventu- 
ally have to be taken out of politics. 
At this point the need, for a city 
council would disappear. 

The-influence of this anti-poli- 
tics view appears to have been felt 
in the recent Victoria referendum 
on a proposed five-year capital 
works program. There was a notable 
lack of involvement by political fig- 
ures in discussion of the referendum 
on the public stage. A taxpayer 
might well have thought that the 
program was entirely designed, ad- 
opted and promoted by non-elected 
administrative officers at city hall. 

If elected representatives were 
reluctant to be identified closely 
with the proposed expenditures, then 
that is understandable, if not alto- 
gether admirable. But what seems 
equally likely is that there was a 
sincere and widespread belief that 
the best- way-to treat such a vital 
issue was as a “non-politic is 


* * 


But politics is not some divers- 
ionary exercise that accompanies 
government — it is the essence of 
government. The political process 
is the means by which issues are ex- 
plored and explained and decisions 
reached. 

The fact that only about 20 per 
cent of the eligible voters went to 
the polls for the referendum can 
be ‘seen as a failure of the elector- 
‘ate to involve itself in an import- 
ant issue. But in a more meaning- 
ful sense, what happened was a 
failure of the total municipal politi- 
cal p' in which the public plays 
only one role. To pinpoint the biaYne 
would_be to miss the-point_ entirely. 

There is no easy answer to this 
problem of an inadequate political 
life at the municipal level. The in- 
fluence of the “keep it out of poli- 
tics” view has been at work for 
too long. 

One of the symptoms of this 
trend is the growth over the years

in the.number of special purpose 
boards and commissions. Treated in- 
dividually, the case for each new 
board divorced from direct city hall 
control can have compelling merit. 
Members of school and hospital 
boards, for instance, can be ex- 
pected to do a good job of guarding 
the public interest because they 
can--concentrate on one aspect 
of local. government and can, 
with the growth or regionalism, 
tackle problems on a suitably broad 
scale. But the cumulative effect of 
lifting specific powers out of city 
hall is to make local government 
less ‘and less intelligible to the tax- 
payers. Fixing responsibility for the 
conduct of local government be- 
comes almost impossible for the or- 


dinary citizen. -_ 


* * * 


Who can blame a taxpayer for 
throwing up his hands in despair, 


- saying: “Leave it to the experts.” 


Taking it out of politics and leaving 
it to the experts is precisely what 
we have been doing with local gov- 
ernment for years. The result is 
that our elected municipal council- 
lors have a—shrinking rele to play 
in_local_government and public in- 
terest in local politics continues to 
decline. 

The danger is not only at the 
local level. The growth of large and 
generally ‘capable federal and pro 
vincial government bureaucracies 
is an invitation. to allow decisions 
once regarded as political to be re- 
defined as “managerial” and ab- 
sorbed into the executive arm of 
government, perhaps never to be 
politically and publicly conside 
again. | 

There is good reason to believe 
that government administration will 
attract better—and vitally needed— 
managers and policy specialists as 
time goes on. But there is little 
reason to believe that politics will 
attract better men if the role of the 
élected rep tative—and through 


- him, the interest of the voter—con- 


tinues to decline at the present rate. 
'The result will be an imbalance. 

The first step toward a better 
poli is to dispel the notion that 
politics’ is something that should be 
circumvented in«he interest of good 
government. —

Pragmatism Replaces Labels 


EN he comes West shortly 
read the political puzzles of this region in 
his own way. His reading is likely to be 
wroag. He, and most 
of us, I suspect, have 
been wrong about the 
West for a long time. 
The recent Manitoba 
election reminds_us 
how wrong we can 
be. But it is another 
mistake to read too 
much into this upset 


the whole West had 
suddenly swuag to 
the extreme Left. 

Listening to the triumphant shouts of 
some NDP politicians, you might sup- 
pose that- the West was yearning for 
instant socialism. Or listening to some 
businessmen in their board rooms, you 
might suppose that the West was by 
nature conservative, that it had always 
stood on the Right side of the social 
spectrum and that the results in 
Maniteba were an unnatural aberration, 
almost a monstrosity—and this though 
the West has beea the breeding ground 
of all our radical movements, including 
the Progressive Party of the twenties, 
the CCF and Social Credit of the 1930s. 

No one knows to what end they are 
moving and the fdeologues of the 
two extremes have become rather 
pathetic figures of fun. Mr. Trudeau 
misjudges many things, I veature to 
think, but he is not mistaken in believing 
iffat this is an age of sheer pragmatism 
and constant experiment. So it must be 
when the territory ahead of mankind is 
untrodden and unmapped. Our advance 
therefore lurches from Right to Left and 
back to Centre. Like a man iost in a 
wilderness, we may really be moving in 
a circle. 


Public Dissatisfaction 


Oaly one thing seems evident in 
Canada and other -free,,.natiens—the 
people are dissatisfied with their rulers 
and themselves. Any government that 
raises its head in an election is likely to 
be shot down, no matter what its policy, 
evea if the alternative government is 
worse, 

The voters are not following a 
considered ideology but a mood of 
unconsidered anger and that anger is as 
obvious. in the United States, Britain, 
France or any country you care to name, 
as it is in western Canada. The defeated 
Manitoba government has ample com- 
pany in its misery. 

Is all this a movement to the Right or 
the Left? You can read ét as you please, 
the country you select to confirm them. 

You might-aiso suppose from the 
pundits’ solemn amalyses that every 
voter from _ the Great —Lakes—to~ the 


~ Pacific kneels‘ down in secret prayer 


every night and asks himself whether he 
bélongs to the Left or the Right and 
having decided between them, is forever 
afterwards a Capitalist or a Socialist by 
unalterable religious conviction. 


Uncommitted . 


In truth, only a few voters in Canada 
are either. The. great majority changes 
its votes without’ a moment of remorse 
or any prick of-conscience. Its instiacts 
are ‘sound,’ since Capitalism-and Social- 
ism have lost all practical meaning 
nowadays, along with the old party 
labels. 

The politicians of all parties under- 
stand this fact but of course they cannot 
@dmit it publicly and continue to mouth 
the familiar slogans which the people no 
longer believe. Meanwhile the anony- 
mous engines. of history, the nameless 
revolution in human affairs, in the West 
as everywhere, move 6n, disregarding 
all attempts to categorize, or even to 
understand them 


Thus with the deepening ruin of a 


Labor government, Britain moves to the’ 


Right, at least in terms of labels. So 
does France. with the election of 
President Pompidou. Still more clearly 
does the United States, its conservative 
swing having brought President Nixon to

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now moving sharply to the Right in 
financial terms, or says it is. 

Actually the central movement, if 
there is one, the main current under the 
surface of the river, cannot be defined in 
such simple cliches. - 


No one who looks, for example, at” 


President Nixon’s real policies, as 
distinguished from his Republican label, 
ean -doubt- that the American state 
apparatus is expanding and proliferating 
like an amoeba and will expand still 
more, once money can be diverted from 
the Vietnam war to social needs at 
home:-In Britain a Conservative govern- 
ment may. give the nation’s business 
better management” but -it wall not 
liquidate the welfare state, any more 
than President Eisenhower liquidated, or 
even reduced, Roosevelt’s New Deal. 

If, on the other hand, we take the 
Left to mean socialism in the form of 
government ownership of industry, the 
general movement is Rightwards;- the 
good old simplicities of Marx and the 
Regina Manifeto, being almost totally 
discredited except, perhaps, ia China. 
That is why the NDP leaders are always 


assuring us that they have no designs 
against private business so long as it 
behaves itself to suit them. They will not 
nationalize it. They will merely regulate 
and tax it, even if they stifle economic 
growth by these methods, as the Labor 
government has done in Britain. 
Doubtless all these things will be in 
Mr. .Trudeau’s mind es he enters a 
prairie West plainly disenchanted with 
him but he will not discuss them openly. 
He is coming to learn, not to teach — to 
leara, above all, why the Prairies are 
hostile Indian country, its natives 
Testive, its Liberals disorganized. 
What can the West teach him? What 
does it~ seek from--him,— besides some 
- understanding of its peculiar needs, now 
lacking? . What, in short has gone ;wrong 
in the year since his triumph? If he can 
find out, if he can take back some 
coherent notions of future policy, not of 
. dead ideology, his trip will be worth 
while, but this is expecting a‘lot when 
no people, in any nation, know where 
they are going or where they want to go. 
They know only that they are going 
somewhere, very fast.

On July “1st, after. having watched 
TV in the morning and seen all ‘the- 
pomp, ceremony and waving of flags — 
including royal standards — that weat on 
during the Prince of Wales investiture, I 
was amazed to hear that our city fathers 
considered Canada of «so. little import- 
ance as to not warrant raising our flag 
over the city hall this day.

“The flag és mever raised on 
holidays”’ she said unconcernedly.

Jetting Away From 


first thing the Rumanians - did 
after hearing that President Nixon 
had accepted an invitation to visit 
Bucharest was to tell the Soviet 
government, and the 
second thing they did 
was to publish in 
their official press a 
long article on 
Rumaaian - Soviet 
friendship. It can be 
assumed from this 
that President Ceau- 
sescu. of Rumania 
bas a clear view of 
what is primary and 
what is secondary. He. 
is determined to assert ‘the independence 
of his country, and no doubt the Nixoa 
visit dramatizes his right to talk to the 
leaders of the West, but the Rumanian 
government is quite different from the 
Czech government under Dubcek. 

The Rumanian government rejects 
the new Soviet doctrine that what's: good 
for Moscow is good for all other 
Communist. governments of Wastern 
Europe, but unlike Dubek’s Czecho- 
slovakia, the Ceausescu regime is rigid- 
ly Communist and orthodox at home. It 
may use the visit of Nixon to dramatize 
a more liberal foreign policy line, but: at 
the same time it recogaizes the 

facts of life and reassures 
Moscow_that it is loyal to the Communist 
philosophy. — 

President Nixon’s priorities are less 
clear. He is now coming up against the 
hard realities of poverty, inflation, racial 
tension, and ‘the budget squeeze at 
home.. Even the crime wave has. not 
yielded to “all the campaign. rhetoric 
about law and order. : 

, his hopes and plans for 
peace in Vietnam, which, if realized, 


migtit have provided some of the missing 


funds for the home front, are running 
into the most maddening ‘obstacles, and 
he ig beginning to feel — and t show — 
the pressures from the conservatives in 
his own party and the progressives in the 
opposition. ‘ 


Less Calm 


All: this was predictable, if , not 
inevitable. What is interesting, as it 
always is when a new President has to 
face the intractible facts for the first 
time, is how he réacts. And his reaction 
recently has been visibly less calm and 
prudent than in the first few months of 
his - administration. 

For a time, he held the moderate line 
against the pressures of the political 
conservatives and the Joiat Chiefs of 
Staff in the Pentagon, and it is 
undoubtedly still his aim tp end the war 
and reach a military arms - 
tion with the Soviets, but it és hard fo 
see how his projected journey to’ Asia 


‘and Rumania promotes these primary 


goals. 
The official line at the White House is 


that he is going to Asia to persuade the 
leaders there that they must work 
together in a system of collective 
security, and that he is going to 
Bucharest, not to encourage Rumania to 
take an anti-Soviet line, but merely as a 
gesture of friendship to the peoples of 
East Europe. 

But in Asia he is almost certain to be 
greeted, not with offers of help in build- 
ing a colléttive security system, but 
with appeals to maintain American 
power there against Communist expan- 
sion. 

Similarly, the important thing in East 
Europe is not what the President’ thinks 
of his trip, but how it is interpreted by 
Moscow and’ the other Communist 
capitals, and it is already being 
interpreted there as an attempt to 
encourage the East Europeans to be 
more independent of Moscow without any 
possibility of help from Wastington if the 
Russians react with hostility to their 

nce. 


No Room for IIlusions 


As a matter of fact, President Nixon 
cannot have any illusions that the East 
Europeans will change their policies 
toward. Moscow merely becuase he drops 
‘by for a few hours in Bucharest. He 
wouldn’t like to deal with the conse- 
quences if they did. But he has always 
tended to think more in terms of polities 

—end-—publie—relations—than—in- terms of 
policy, and his trip to Asia and Rumania 
probably should be so regarded.

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Why Didn't We Do More 


To Save Tibetan People? 


Once there was a nation of 
beautiful people living in a 
country high in the mountains 
where no one ever went. 

Population estimates ranged 
from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000. It is 
reliably estimated by modern 
demographers that; the figure 
was about 6,000,000 in 1959. 

The Tibetans did not keep a 
record ofptheir numbers be- 
cause they did not care for 
statistics. They’ had a living 
truth of. their own and were 
happy; they were a product of 
their own soil.

With their primitive medi- 
cines, they could cure hepa- 
titis in three days. Their 
society was backward, but 
every one had enough to eat. 

There was much laughter, 
some leisure time. Their 
education was medieval, per- 
haps, but the mysteries of life 
were accepted and recognized 
as the workings of forces 
byond their ken. They did not 
need to wonder 4nd search. 

These people inhabited 
about 500,000 square miles of 
barren earth—twice the size 
of France—at an average 
height above the sea of 14,000 
feet. The air was icy cold

Tibetan refugees in India. 


The survivors tell harrowing 
stories of-what is going on in 
what once was Tibet. I met 
and lived with these people 
for months. 

The Tibetans—those who 
survived 1959—are not dccus- 
tomed to the diseases of warm 
countries. In Buxa, a refugee 
camp, 200 of the 1,180 refugee 


monks contracted tuberculo- 
sis; 80 died. 

I visited Mundgod, another 
refugee settlement, in Mysore 
which had 3,000 inhabitants. 
Last March, 20 children died 
of measles. The average 
mortality rate, I was told, is 14 
a month. ‘ 


This people, accustomed to 
a meat diet, receive meat 
once a.month. They get milk 
when they are medically 
unfit. : : 

In Tibet, I was told, the 
story is grisly. Four million 
Chinese settlers took over 
Tibetan agriculture. Involun- 
tary sterilization of Tibetans 
is part of the official 
program.

That is a high figure, but it 
was the one given to-me. And 
it is not improbable, having in 
mind the centuries of mon- 
astic life in what once ‘was 
Tibet. 

Monasteries now are the 
headquarters of Chinese mil- 
itary forces. In the Labrang 
monastery there remain, I 
was told, 87 elderly monks of 
an original 3,000. 

India, first embarrassed by 
the presence of Tibetan 
refugees, has given what she 
can. A ration of wheat, money 
and. medicine is doled out 
every month. It is inadequate. 
It amounts to $7 a month for 
each person. Even in India 
this is—insufficient. 

Switzerland has helped. Six 
hundred Tibetans now live in 
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Switzerland, engaged in agri- 
culture and industry. 

Here the Swiss have helped 
in money and personnel. 
Three thousand Tibetans have 
cleared land and‘ watched 
their earnings grow under 
Swiss tutelage.

Roger vs. the Navy 
May Be a Mismatch

Last March when seaman 
Roger Priest, the young man 


‘from Texas with the Gomer 
- Pyle accent and the undershot 


jaw, first hit the papers, the 
expectation was the Navy 
would have him in an 
Okinawa dungeon within 24 
hours. 

Roger had been sitting in-a 
Pentagon office cheerfully 
advising his fellow sailors to 
make antiwar groups. the 
beneficiaries of their GI life 
insurance. 

The Navy, which is some- 
times not nimble enough to 
escape being run over by 
friendly aircraft carriers, 
acted with some dexterity in 
Roger’s case, 


Pentagon Pullout 


It pulled him out of the 
Pentagon in a matter of 
hours, but instead of making 
a martyr out of the boy, they 
assigned him to easy duty 
over on the other side of 
town. 

Nonetheless, a contest be- 
tween Roger and the Navy 
had begun. The sailor, with 
the .help of a beat-up offset 
press, continued to put out his 
truculently anti-military news- 
letter called OM. 

The Navy, Roger and his 
civilian friends report, began 
to follow him around, civilians 
“in -Ford Fairlanes and Ply- 
mouth Valiants. I have all the 
license numbers if you want 
them. Leave a message for 
me at 638-4126 and I'll give 
"em to you.” 

When” Roger wasn’t being 
followed by plainclothesmen 
he was ‘dutifully at work, 
obeying orders and giving his 
officers as small a target to 
hit as he could. 


= 


His strategy was to force 
them to court-martial him for 


OM’s contents, and not for 
séme extraneous charge 
which might disguise the 


political nature of his battle 
with the military. . 

At length either his Navy 
bosses grew impatient waiting 
for Roger to break a rule or 
OM was getting too outra- 


geous. 
However it was, recentlly 
he was hit with a_ court- 


martial charge sheet accusing 
him of everything that’s hap- 
‘penedi, to the Navy except 
perhaps stealing the Pueblo or 
letting the air out of that 
atomic submarine that sank 
in San Francisco Bay last 
month. 

It takes more than four 
single-spaced ty pe written 
pages to enumerate all the 
bad things Roger-has done, 
which include the charge that 
he “did wrongfully use con- 
temptuous words against the 
chairman of the armed ser- 
vices committee to the house 
uf representatives, L. Mendel 
Rivers.”" 


Almost Rabid 


How Roger managed to use 
contemptuous words against 
the congressman wrongfully is 
not explained, but if he’ did, 
he’s a very clever boy and 
they should make him an 
admiral. 

Each of OM’s three issues 
has been wilder than the one 
before. The last one is almost 
rabid. ‘“‘Today’s— Pigs . are 
Tommorrow’s Bacon,” a 
headline proclaims. 

Not 'a boy to make it in the 
military. by apple polishing, 
Roger applies that word to 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, Chair- 


man of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff; FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover and Defence Secretary 
Melvin Laird, whom he also 
accuses of being “‘proud of his 
war-monger haircut.” 

He probably would have 
said something equally insult- 
fmg about the President, but 
Roger, like so many others, 
seems to have trouble 
remembering his name. 

Roger Priest sees his case 
as a constitutional one: 


Free Speech Issue 


“What I’m hoping for right 
now is for lots of folks to 
write the Secretary of. the 
Navy because this whole thing 
hinges on free spéechy free- 
dom of the press. They’re not 
talking about my military 
behavior; they're not talking 
about what I do on the job as 
a sailor. They’re talking about 
what I do on my own free 
time, outside of the Navy, in 
my own apartment with my 
friends ... in other words my 
rights as an American citi- 
zen.” 

Yet it’s not fair to blame 
the Navy for wanting to throw 
this likeable young man with 
his pleasant southwestern 
twang in the brig. On duty, or 
off, no military organization is 
going to survive very long if 
the privates can publicly go 
about calling the generals 


pigs 
To say, as the indictment 
does, that such language 


interferes with and impairs 
joyalty, morale and discipline 
is a bit of an understatement. 

The fault lies not with the 
Navy. There: may come a 
time — South Africa, for 
instance — when many of the 
people opposed to this war 


will want a_ well-disciplined, 
efficient navy. 
The admirals and the: gen- 


erals “aren’t pigs. Some of 
them — one hopes only a few 
— may be stupid, inept, even 
corrupt, but most of them are 
doing their best in a calling 
that was almost universally 
honored in America. until a 
couple-of years ago. 

It’s not right to call a man 
a pig when he has served long 
and bravely through a whole 
lifetime and it is folly to 
expect him to understand and 
accept you when you do. 


It's Your Blood 


Not that this helps Roger. 
He sees Hamburger Hill, he 
hears United States senators 
call ft senseless slaughter, 
slaughter of his own young 
life, and so in his newsletter 
he writes of the generals, 
“They're ready to fight. 
They're ready to fight to the 
last drop of YOUR blood.”” 

People feel too strongly 
about this war to confine 
themselves to the pallid state- 
ments of verifiable fact. 

Gen. Eisenhower recognized 
this wh'en he_ remarked 
toward the end of his presi- 
dency, “‘I’ think that people 
want peace so much that one 
of these days governménts 
had better get out of their 
way and let them have it.”

As Stocks Booming  corishee Order 


By BORIS MISKEW 

MONTREAL (CP) — A 
majority of imvestors ‘ who 
regularly. cash in their divi- 
dend coupons are hardly 
aware of the intricacies in- 
volved in the handling of their 
investments. 

They see their stockbrokers 
and, if the market is going 
through a healthy period, sit 
back and patiently await the 
arrival of quarterly dividends 
by mail. 

They follow the perform- 
ance of their individual stocks 
in the daily newspapers, oblivi- 
ous of the hectic scenes on the 
trading floors of stock ex- 
changes and practically un- 
aware of the activities in trust 
company transfer department. 

Growing public conscious- 
ness of investment possibili- 
ties in equity stocks—those 
not bearing fixed returns—is 
taxing stock transfer depart- 
ments fo the fullest. 

Such departments of Cana- 
dian trust companies alone 
send out about $1,000.000,000 
in dividend cheques annually. 
and this figure does not 
include dividencs handled in- 
dependently by large com- 
as Canadian 
Pacific and Bell Canada. 


EXPECT GROWTH 

W. B. Walker, manager of 
the Montreal Trust Co., said 
the public is becoming more 
conscious of the investment 
possibilities in equity stocks. 

Because of this new aware- 
ness, he said, the increase in 
transfer will, in all likelihood. 
“gecelerate during the next 
decade in comparison-with the 


previous 10 years.”

Trust companies historically

The staff must ensure that 
the certificates are. authentic 
and transferable at their 
office, and it must screen all 
certificates to ensure that

are paid or collected. 

The inherent risks involving 
the transfer” of stocks makes 
it imperative that the staff be 
extremely skilled, Mr. Allison 
added. 

“For example the com- 
pany’s Montreal office alone 
will, on an average day, effect 
transfer of securities valued 
in excess of $4.000,000."

Second World War ended all 
the big fairs. Ben died in 1943. 

Bill Lynch has been offered 
the Northeastern Maine Fair 
in Presque Isie, but whether 
he would consider playing out- 
side the Aflantic provinces is 
problematical.

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‘Why Can't Johnny Read?’—Researcher Blames It on Publishers 


By REG SILVESTER 


Canadian children are having trouble learning to read with 
the system now in use, and a Winnipeg mother says. publishing 
moguls are keeping it that way. 


It's the almighty dollar that’s keeping Dick and Jane, and 
their modern counterparts -Janet and, John alive, said 
Mary Johnson of Winnipeg. She is pr lent of the Reading 
Methods Research Association, which, she and others looking 
for reading reform started two years digo. 


She said there are half a dozen reading systems which use 
“‘phonies,"’ or ‘letter sounds. Janet and John teach sight 
reading, which means learning a word in its entirety, not by its 
component sounds. 


But the publishers have been successful in keeping the less 
profitable phonetic systems gut of Canadian. schools, Mrs. 
Johnson said. 


The sight reading system needs three workbooks ‘in.a year. 
The publishers woukl much rather have this than the phonetics

Because of her tests, she has been invited to speak at 
conferences on reading, including one that starts Wednesday in 
San Francisco. 


She was on her way there when she stopped in Victoria 
Friday and tested children she met in three city playgrounds. 


The test showed that only three of 16 children tested could 
correctly spell every word in the sentence, ‘‘Lee hid .a jar of 
gum drops in the shed.”’ 


The word “‘drops” got rough treatment at the hands of the 
six and seven year-olds, coming-out drum, gruds, drubs, darps 
and graps in the worst misspellings. i 

Shed became sheld, stred, sheed, and even, street with the 
youngsiers she tested. 


In that-sentence, there are several words not learned in the 
Dick and Jane books. Drops and shed are examples. 

Mrs. Johnson said the children who spelled the sentence 
correctly had learned to spell phonetically. One had been taught 
at home. 

They were able to figure out the sounds of the words and 
assign letters to them. fe 

The others were left behind. They had been taught to spell 
words by comparing them to other words. 


Mrs. Johnson picked hid as ‘an example. The word starts 
like had and ends ‘like did, and according to the sight method, 
they. should be-able to work out the spelling of the new word 
that way. . 


The children tested in Victoria misspelled the five “‘new” 
words in-the sentence almost half the time.

Dear Eunice Farmer: 

Will you please tell me how 
to take the wrinkles and 
creases out of a piece of 
corduroy? Also, could I put a 
zipper -in the side seam 
instead of the back of a 
dress? — Miss M.R. 

Dear Miss M.R.: 

As to the creases in the 
corduroy, if they don’t come 
out with steam, you might 
have to wet the corduroy and 
Jet it dry im your dryer to 
retain the soft nap. If you ‘buy 
napped fabric of any type and 
aren’t going to use it right 
away, it is best to fold it in 
aporoximately 12-inch folds, 
place large safety pins thr- 
ough the selvage of each fold 
2nd hang on a clothes hanger. 
Because of the wrinkle resist- 
ancy of fabrics today, if they 
do become wrinkled or creas- 
ed, it is almost impossible to 
remove. 

As to the placing of the 
zipper, this ‘is a matter of 
choice. The back zipper appli- 
cation became so popular 
because of elaborate hairdos 
that became destroyed if a 
dress was forced over the 
head. If the dress has an 
adequate opening for the 
tead, there is no reason why 
you can’t use a side closing if 
you desire. Usually 3 12 or 14 
inch zipper is recommended.

HOME GARDEN 


Brooms Root Easily, Grow Quickly 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

The different kinds of flowering brooms which survived 
the winter surprisingly well, will now have plenty of new 
growths. These can be the souree of new “J@ 
plants for the gardener, and many will have 
a few flowers next year. 

Taking cuttings for rooting is. not 
difficult with brooms. Most kinds root 
easily and grow quickly. 

Just around the middie of July is a good 
time to try a few of the following brooms: 

+ —€ytisus praecox, April, four feet, creamy 
white; C. Fewensis, May, drooping, almost 
white; C.beani, May, one foot, yellow: 
Spartium junceum ( i ) flowers 
bright yellow from May to October, up to 
six feet or more, fragrant. : 

First take a couple of four-inch pots and fit a quarter 
Way up with broken crock or smaill stones. Over this drainage 
material put a mixture of fime salad and dampened fine 
peatmoss. Soak the pots well, then stand them to drain. 


Break off a half dozen neatly, where they joim the older - 
branches. Trim any ragged edges with a sharp knife or razor 
blade. Leaves are eimost entirely absent from these brooms, 
So they are no problem. 

Make a circle of holes in the damp samd-peat mixture 
around the pot perimeter with a small stick. Drop a cutting 
into each, so that the bottom end rests on the bottom of the 
hole aral about half the length of cutting is below the surface. 

If more than one kind of broom is being propagated. be 
Sure to have the cuttings in separate small pots. with a name 
label in each.

Why Didn't We Do More 
To Save Tibetan People? 


Once there was a nation of 
beautifal people living: in a 
country high in the mountains 
where no one ever went. 

Population estimates ranged 
from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000. It is 
reliably estimated by modern 
demographers that the figure 
was about 6,000,000 in 1959. 

The Tibetans did not keep a 
record of their numbers be- 
cause they did not care -for 
statistics. They had a_ living 
truth of their own and were 
happy; they were a product of 
their own soil.

With their ‘primitive medi- 
cines, they could cure hepa- 
titis, in three days. Their 
society was backward, but 
every one had enough to eat. 

There was much laughter, 
some Jeisure time. Their 
education was medieval, per- 
haps, but the mysteries of life 
were accepted and recognized 
as the - workings ¢ of forces 
byond their ken. They did not 
need to wonder and search. 

These people inhabited 
about 500,000 square miles of 
barren earth—twice the size 
of France—at an average 
height above the sea of 14,000 
feet.

I visited Mundgod, another 
refugee settlement, in Mysore 
which had 3,000 inhabitants. 
Last March, 20 children died 
of measles. The average 
mortality rate, I was told, is 14 
a month. 


This people, accustomed to 
a@ meat diet, receive meat 
once a month. They get milk 
when, they are medically 

In Tibet, I was told; the 
Story is grisly: Four million 
Chinese settlers took over 
Tibetan agriculture. Invohre 
tary sterilization of Tibetans 
is -part of the official 
program. 

Tibetan children are sent to 
China _ for indoctrination. 
Chinese history has replaced 
Tibetan in the schools. 
Buddhism has been obliter- 


ated. The official language is 
Chinese. _ 


In Tibet, the monastery has 
been the centre of culture and 
aggression, gold and silver 
religious sculpture and orna- 
ments housed in the monas- 
teries for 2,000 years have 
been melted down, I was told, 
to the tune of $10,000,000,000. 


That is a high figure, but it 
was the one given to me. And 
it is not improbable, having in 
mind the centuries of mon- 
astic life in what once was 
Tibet. 

Monasteries now are the 
headquarters of Chinese mil- 
itary forces. In the Labrang 
monastery there remain, I 
was told, 87 elderly monks of 
an original 3,000. 

India, first embarrassed by 
the presence of -Tibetan 
refugees, has given what she 
can. A ration of wheat, money 
and medicine is doled out 
every month. It is madequate. 
It amounts to $7 a month for 
each person. Even in India 
this is insufficient. 

Switzerland has helped: Six 
hundred Tibetans now live in

Roger vs. the Navy 
May Be a Mismatch

Last March when seaman 
Roger -Priest, the young man 
from Texas with the Gomer 
Pyle accent and the undershot 
jaw, first hit the papers, the 
expectation, was the Navy 
would have him in an 
Okinawa dungeon within 24 
hours. 

Roger had been sitting in a 
Pentagon office _ cheerfully 
advising his fellow sailors to 
make antiwar’ groups. the 
beneficiaries” of their GI life 
insurance, 

The Navy, which is some- 
times’ not nimble enough to 
escape being run over by 
friendly aircraft carriers, 
aeted with some dexterity in 
Roger’s case. 


Pentagon Pullout 


It pulled him out of the 
Pentagon in a matter of 
hours, but instead of making 
a martyr out of the boy, they 
assigned him to easy duty 
over \on the other side of 
town. 

Nonetheless, a contest be- 
tween Roger and the Navy 
had begun. The sailor, with 
the help of a beat-up offset 
press, continued to put out his 
truculently anti-military news- 
letter called OM. 

The Navy, Roger and his 
civilian friends report, began 
to follow him around, civilians 
“in Ford Fairlanes and Ply- 
mouth Valiants. I have all the 
license numbers if you want 
them. Leave a message for 
me, at 638-4126 and I'll give 
"em to you.” 

When Roger wasn’t being 
followed by plainclothesmen 
he was dutifully at’ work, 
obeying orders and giving his 
officers as small a -target to 
hit as he could. 


His strategy was to force 
them to court-martial him for 
OM’s contents, and not for 
some,“ extraneous charge 
which might | disguise . the 
political nature of his battle 
with the military. 

At length either his Navy 
bosses _grew impatient waiting 
for Roger to break a rule or 


OM was getting too outra- 
geous,. 
However it was, recentlly 


he was hit with a_court- 
martial charge sheet accusing 
him of everything that’s hap- 
pened to the Navy except 
perhaps stealing the Pueblo or 
letting the air out of that 
atomic submarine that sank 
in San Francisco Bay last 
month. 

It takes more than four 
single-spaced ty pewritten 
Pages to enumerate all, the 
bad things Roger’ has done, 
which include the charge that 
he “did wrongfully use con- 
temptuous words against the 
chairman of the armed ser- 
vices committee to the house 
cf representatives, L. Mendel 
Rivers.” 


Almost Rabid 


How Roger managed to use 
contemptuous words against 
the congressman wrotigfully is 
not explained, but if he did, 
he's a very clever boy and 
they should’ make him an 
adriiral. ; 

Each of OM’s three. issues 
has been wilder than the one 
before. The last one is almost 
rabid. ‘“‘Today’s - Pigs are 
Tommorrow’s Bacon,” a 
headline proclaims. 

Not a boy to make it in the 
military by apple polishing, 
Roger applies that. word to 
Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, Chair- 


man of the Joint Chiefs “of 
Staff; FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover and Defence Secretary 
Meivin Laird, whom he also 
accuses of being “‘proud of his 
war-monger haircut.”” 

He probably would have 
said something equally insult- 
ing .about_ the President, but 
Roger, like so many’ others, 
seems to have trouble 
remembering his name. 

Roger Priest sees his case 
as a constitutional one: 


Free Speech Issue 


“What I'm hoping for right 
now is for lots of folks to 
write the Secretary’ of . the 
Navy because this whole thing 
hinges on free speech, free- 
dom of the press. They’re not 
talking about my military 
behavior; they're not talking 
about what I do on the job as 
a sailor. They’re talking about 
what I do on my own free 
time, outside of the Navy, in 
my own apartment with my 
friends ... in other words my 
rights as an American citi- 
zen.”” 

Yet it’s not fair to blame 
the Navy for wanting to throw 
this likeable young man with 
his pleasant southwestern 
twang in the brig. On duty, or 
off, no military organization is 
going to survive very long if 
the privates can publicly go 
about calling the generals 
pigs. 

To say, as the indictment 
does, that such language 
interferes with and impairs 
loyalty, morale and discipline 
is a bit of an understatement. 

The fault lies not with the 
Navy. There may come a 
time — South Africa, for 
instance — when many of the 
prople opposed to this war 


LAIRD 


will want a welldisciplined, 
efficient navy. 

The admirals and the gen- 
erals aren’t pigs. Some of 
them — one hopes only a few 
— may be stupid, inept, even 
corrupt, but most of them are 
domg their best in a calling 
that was almost universally 
honored in America until a 
couple of years ago. 

It’s not right to call a man 
a pig when he has served long 
and bravely through a whole 
lifetime and it is foly to 
expect him to understand and 
accept you when you do. 


It's Your Blood 


Not that this helps Roger. 
He sees Hamburger Hill, he 
hears United States senators 
call it senseless slaughter, 
slaughter of his own young 
life, and so in his newsletter 
he writes. of the generals, 
“They're ‘ready to fight. 
They're ready to fight to the 
last drop of YOUR blood.” 

People feel too strongly 
about this war to confine 
themselves to the pallid state- 
ments of verifiable fact. 

Gen. Eisenhower recognized 
this when he’ remarked 
toward. the end of his presi- 
dency, “I think that people 
want peace so much that one 
of these days governments 
had better get out of their 
way and let them have it.”
